ONE MAN’S CANDY 
A theater manager goes on trial Thursday (March 
28) in Bronx Criminal Court for showing two films 
alleged to be obscene. The case presents the first 
test of the New York State obscenity statute, re­ 
vised and shortened last September. 
“ WHAT IS PORNOGRAPHY to one man,” D. H. 
Lawrence once observed, “ is the laughter of gen­ 
ius to another.” 
The New York State law on 
obscenity to be weighed in a Bronx court follows 
the guidelines set forth by the U. S. Supreme and 
other courts in decisions involving books and mo­ 
tion pictures. The statute requires that to be ruled 
obscene a motion picture must have a dominant 
appeal, as a whole, to “ prurient interests,” be 
“patently offensive to contemporary community 
standards,” and be “utterly without redeeming 
social value.” 
The films in question in the Bronx are Housewives 
on Call and Infidelity, American Style. They are 
of a genre described by Dick Alder as “ sex ex­ 
ploitation” films, combining “ seven or eight min­ 
utes of sex” with “ 60 or 70 (minutes) of pain­ 
fully amateur boredom.” 
SEXERS, as they are called in the trade, are 
hardly new. 
Thirty years ago this writer re­ 
viewed The Lash of the Penitentes, which was 
daring enough to show one bare female breast, 
and Damaged Goods, which purported to examine 
the threat of what were then called social diseases. 
What is new is the proliferation of the film s. 
Some 150 theaters across the country will take 
sexploitation films, no matter how bad they are. 
And while they show much more nudity than The 
Lash — depending on the community they’re being 
shown in — they, as Adler acidly observes, “ at 
least show the grinding gears of some form of 
human intelligence behind them.” 
Admissions range from $3 to as low as a quarter. 
Theaters are former “ art houses,” burlesque 
m ills, or “ nabes” (neighborhoods). Advertising 
blurbs will proclaim: “ She was a lady but wanted 
to be treated like a tramp.” 
THE U. S. SUPREME COURT has slowly been 
chipping away at state and local restraints on mo­ 
tion pictures. On Jan. 29 it found Chicago’s clas­ 


sification law unconstitutional. (The pictures in­ 
volved were Body of a Female and Rent-A-Girl.) 
The City Council on March 6 decided not to at­ 
tempt to rewrite the law. 
Classification is a term for various systems of 
prejudging and labeling film s, as critic Bosley 
Crowther puts it, “ as to their suitability for 
persons of various ages or stages of maturity.” 
The High Bench heard argument on a Dallas 
classification ordinance on Jan. 16, and a deci­ 
sion should be forthcoming in a matter of weeks. 
If the Dallas ordinance is upheld, look for a rash 
of new classification laws. 
The trouble with any kind of regulation of films 
—and books, for that matter—is that the out-and- 
out sexers get a free ride, so to speak, on the 
liberality which society and the courts are in­ 
creasingly extending to serious works of art. 
Richard H. Kuh, for many years chief of the 
Criminal Courts Bureau under New York District 
Attorney Frank Hogan, asserts that laws can be 
written in such specific detail as to protect chil­ 
dren without sacrificing freedom of choice for 
adults. 
Then, says Kuh: 
“Appellate tribunals 
would 
find their role in reviewing obscenity 
shrinking.” 
Perhaps so. As it is, the U.S. Supreme Court on 
March 4 let stand a Pennsylvania court ruling that 
Candy, the self-kidding pornographic novel on 
which a major motion picture is being based, is 
not obscene — if not actually dandy.

Fifty years ago Saturday we reported for duty 
at the University of California, Berkeley, as a 
flying cadet in the aviation section of the Signal 
Corps.

ONE MAN'S CANDY 
A theater manager goes on trial Thursday (March 
28) in Bronx Criminal Court for showing two films 
alleged to be obscene. The case presents the first 
test of the New York State obscenity statute, re­ 
vised and shortened last September. 
“ WHAT IS PORNOGRAPHY to one man,” D. H. 
Lawrence once observed, “ is the laughter of gen­ 
ius to another.” 
The New York State law on 
obscenity to be weighed in a Bronx court follows 
the guidelines set forth by the U. S. Supreme and 
other courts in decisions involving books and mo­ 
tion pictures. The statute requires that to be ruled 
obscene a motion picture must have a dominant 
appeal, as a whole, to “ prurient interests,” be 
“ patently offensive to contemporary community 
standards,” and be “ utterly without redeeming 
social value.” 
The films in question in the Bronx are Housewives 
on Call and Infidelity, American Style. They are 
of a genre described by Dick Alder as “ sex ex­ 
ploitation” film s, combining “ seven or eight min­ 
utes of sex” with “ 60 or 70 (minutes) of pain­ 
fully amateur boredom.” 
SEX ERS, as they are called in the trade, are 
hardly new. 
Thirty years ago this writer re­ 
viewed The Lash of the Penitentes, which was 
daring enough to show one bare female breast, 
and Damaged Goods, which purported to examine 
the threat of what were then called social diseases. 
What is new is the proliferation of the film s. 
Some 150 theaters across the country will take 
sexploitation film s, no matter how bad they are. 
And while they show much more nudity than The 
Lush - - depending on the community they’re being 
shown In -- they, as Adler acidly observes, “ at 
least show the grinding gears of some form of 
human intelligence liehind them.” 
Admissions range from $3 to as low as a quarter. 
Theaters are former “ art houses,” burlesque 
m ills, or “ liaises” (neighborhoods). Advertising 
blurbs will proclaim: “ She was a lady but wanted 
to be treated like a tramp.” 
TRF I . S. SUPREME COURT has slowly been 
(.‘hipping aw ay at state and local restraints on mo­ 
tion pictures. On Jan. 29 it found Chicago’s clas­ 


sification law unconstitutional. (The pictures in­ 
volved were Body of a Female and Rent-A-Girl.) 
The City Council on March 6 decided not to at­ 
tempt to rewrite the law. 
Classification is a term for various system s of 
prejudging and labeling film s, as critic Bosley 
Crowther puts it, “ as to their suitability for 
persons of various ages or stages of maturity.” 
The High Bench heard argument on a Dallas 
classification ordinance on Jan. 16, and a deci­ 
sion should be forthcoming in a matter of weeks. 
If the Dallas ordinance is upheld, look for a rash 
of new classification laws. 
The trouble with any kind of regulation of films 
—and books, for that matter—is that the out-and- 
out sexers get a free ride, so to speak, on the 
liberality which society and the courts are in­ 
creasingly extending to serious works of art. 
Richard H. Kuh, for many years chief of the 
Criminal Courts Bureau under New York District 
Attorney Frank Hogan, asserts that laws can be 
written in such specific detail as to protect chil­ 
dren without sacrificing freedom of choice for 
adults. 
Then, says Kuh: 
“Appellate tribunals 
would 
find their role in reviewing obscenity 
shrinking.” 
Perhaps so. As it is, the U.S. Supreme Court on 
March 4 let stand a Pennsylvania court ruling that 
Candy, the self-kidding pornographic novel on 
which a major motion picture is being based, is 
not obscene — if not actually dandy.

FEWER TROOPS IN EUROPE 
Around 35,000 United States Army and Air Force 
personnel are scheduled to be transferred from 
West Germany to bases in this country beginning 
in April. 
The transfer — decided upon last May 
—should produce a saving of $30 million a year 
in support costs, and a net reduction of $74 mil­ 
lion in the American balance-of-payments deficit. 
U.S. armed strength in West Germany will be 
reduced to around 222,000 men. 
The groundwork for the forthcoming troop re­ 
duction was laid in October 1963, when an entire 
armored division was transported from Ft. Hood, 
Texas, to West Germany in less than three days. 
Operation Big Lift employed more than 200 trans­ 
port planes to fly 14,000 soldiers across the At­ 
lantic. 
Waiting for them were 312 tanks, 450 
armored personnel carriers and 4,500 addition­ 
al vehicles drawn from U.S. military stockpiles 
in Europe. 
The prime objective of Big Lift was to show this 
country’s allies that American forces could come 
swiftly to their aid from thousands of m iles away. 
Europeans were not reassured. “ The possibility 
of flying a full division. . . from Texas to Heidel­ 
berg,” West German Defense Minister Kai-Uwe 
von Hassel said, “ is considered as a preliminary 
to redeploying five divisions back from Heidel­ 
berg to Texas.” 
The reduction in American troop strength in 
Europe comes almost exactly one year after 
NATO forces were withdrawn from 
France. 
That withdrawal, completed last March 30 at 
President de Gaulle’s insistence, involved 26,000 
American servicemen and 70,000 dependents. 
NATO survived the loss of its French bases. 
But as Carl H. Amme Jr. of Stanford Research 
Institute points out in a new book (NATO Without 
France), military doctrine must adjust to new cir­ 
cumstances, and that means the NATO allies 
“ should be prepared to use battlefield nuclear 
weapons in a highly selective manner before a 
conflict can expand into a major conventional 
w ar.”
